His a ddres- in full follows: 
1 have b een asked to talk to you on 
the so-called Plural» Plan for G overn­ 
mental ownership and operation of the 
lia il roads. 
There is perhaps no other prob lem 
that enters su closely in our daily éco­ 
nomie ami industrial lift* as that of 
transporta'.ion ; nothing that so vitally 
affects every citizen,—-so » the correct so­ 
lution of the Railroad prob lem is one 
that strikes at the very heart of our 
country, and one '¡hat demands the b e-t 
thought of every individual who places 
his patriotism 
and 
love 
of 
country 
ab ove that of selfish gain. 
In my opinion, this reconstruction pe ­ 
riod vve are now passing through is far 
more critical than that of the war i t ­ 
self. 
'Phis is no time for the display of 
passion or the calling of .names. 
It is a 
time for the careful conservative state 
ment of facts, and sob er, sane thinking 
of every loyal citizen. 
Unfortunately, 
if any one makes a statement or e x ­ 
presses n thought t ha t differs from what 
b usiness, as dominated b y the financial 
interests, thinks it should b e, the y at 
once raise the cry, ‘ * Bolshevik; ” just 
a- the war profiteers who were m aking 
millions out of tthe suffering and misery 
of the world at war distracted a t t e n ­ 
tion from their nefarious stealings b y- 
raising the b astard cry of patriotism. 
In order to place the Railroad s it ua ­ 
tion clearly b efore you, it is necessary 
:o give you a general statement r e ga rd ­ 
ing the Railroads and the several < 1 it - 
r. rent plans for their solution. 
In solving the Railroad prob lem, we 
all agree we can not go b ack to the old 
system of independent roads with their 
former methods of operation and financ­ 
ing. 
Many plans 
have 
b een b rought 
forward a- a solution b y the different 
parties interested,— some 
17 
in 
all. 
These have finally b een narrowed down 
to three plans: the so-called Cummins 
b ill, b ecause it was introduced in the 
Senate b y Sena-tior Cummins, of Iowa, 
and the Eseh b ill, introduced 
in 
t he 
House b y Congressman Eseh, of W is- 
consin. 
The Cummins b ill ha> pa-sed 
the Senate and lias now gone to a Con­ 
ference Committee of the House and 
Senate 
Let us look b riefly at a few- of the 
many features of the Cummins b ill. 
1st.—1; give- the Railroads 10 years 
a; 6 per cent, t « » pay the Government 
for any 
¡udeb te« Lue*> iacurred during 
Federal control. 
2nd. 
\ nv schedule of rates, fa res and 
cha rge-, filed w iihin 60 days after return 
b <*eorne- effective, a t the end of four 
mon h*. unies.- the Interstate Commerce 
Com rni-sion orders changes or modifie» 
tion. 
Vou kn. *w that last sentence is a 
joke, especially so when you stop to 
thh.C that there are 3,Out) railroad- and 
v.-r 30,000 rates ready to b e tiled. The 
In t e r s ta te Commerce 
Commission, 
of 
nine men could nf*t even glance over 
them, let 
alone 
analyze 
’them, 
and 
change or modify them as the actual 
conditions would warrant. 
The result 
will b e that any of these rates they put 
up will b ecome effective. 
3rd.—Guarantees any deficits in oper­ 
ation, same to b e paid out of the U nit­ 
ed States treasury 
4th.— It guarantees 
ÔU, 
per 
eent. 
which the Oomrnission can increase to 
6 per cent, to make provisions for non­ 
productive 
improvements. 
Guarantee 
on what ? Actual money invested, or its 
b ook value! 
There is a b ig difference. 
Figure-, as a rule, are dry and un in te r­ 
esting. and 1 w ill not inflict many upon 
you. 
I do desire to get the following 
figures fixed in your minds. 
Twenty- 
two million Americans raked and .scrap­ 
ed and took of their hard saved e a r n ­ 
ings and b ought twenty-one b illion dol­ 
lars worth of Government b onds. The 
Government pays on these from 3% to 
4-‘?t 
per cent, according to the issue. 
This guarantee proposes t o pay 5 ^ per 
cent-, which the Commission may in- 
crease to 6 per cent, for the Railroads. 
W hy -hould a dollar invested in Rail­ 
road ss(S‘uritie.s b e guaranteed more b y 
the Government than a dollar invented 
of your hard earned saving* in Govern­ 
ment b onds? 
Again, the b ook vnllue of the Rail­ 
roads is approximately' $20,000,000,000. 
The actual value of rho Railroads when 
the Government Commission has com ­ 
pleted its task ot valuation 
will 
1»«; 
somewhere b etween eleven and tw elve 
b illions of dollars. 
In other words, the 
b ill proposes that 
we shall guarantee 
♦5 per cent, on 
eight 
b illion 
dollars 
worth of fictitious valuation commonly 
called “ water “ 
It represents no real 
v a lu e except the paper 
it is printed on, 
tin- clear *ky. and 
the hope of the f u­ 
ture. 
Few rmlize how much a b illion dol­ 
lars in money really' amounts to. 
If a 
man had *tood b eside the cradle when 
Chr -t wa* b orn, arid had counted mon­ 
ey at the rate of one dollar a minute. 


I f “ property investm ent 
« * as shown 
in the b ooks is to b e taken as a guide,

Because Railroad b ookkeeping is in a 
class b y itself. 
U ntil their b ook rule 
was changed b y the In te rstate Com ­ 
merce 
Commission 
(just

years), all securities issued were c a r ­ 
ried in the P rope rty 
Investm ents 
at 
par. regardless of the price received for 
them. 
Book value of tw e n ty b illions; 
In terstate Commerce Commission valu­ 
ation of b etw een eleven 
and 
tw elve 
b illions, 
iffere is a fine jK» int for you 
legal men: The b ill provides for the 
first time in the history of this coun­ 
try that Congress shall 
declare 
tha t 
Railroad owners shall not b e en titled to 
the earning they m ay b e ab le to save 
out of rates w hich the G overnm ent it ­ 
self prescrib es. 
It confiscates all in ex- 
cess of (5 pe rc e n t, upon 
such value, same 
to b e paid over to the G overnm ent w ith­ 
in four months from the end of the 
year. 
5th.— It provides for a T ra n sporta ­ 
tion Board of live men appointed b y 
the President who are to have tra n s ­ 
ferred to„i't- the a d m in istrative duties 
now in the hands of of the In te rs ta te 
Commerce Commission, 
including

¡Service Account, S afety Appliance A c­ 
count, 
Railroad

This means,— salary 
of $12,000. 
1st group, two to four years;

The first job this Board has to do is, 
as soon as |M>ssib le, to divide the 3,000 
Railroads now in the United S tates in­ 
to not ies* than 20, nor more Khan 35, 
separate and distinct systems. 
S um 
job especially when you are compelled 
to use the following order: 
“ In the 
aforesaid division of Railroad* in such 
systems, competition shall b e preserved 
as fully a> ]*os>ib le. and, wherever pra c ­ 
ticab le, the existing routes and c ha n ­ 
nels 
>f trade and commerce shall b e 
maintained.

a Committ*e of 
Wages and W ork in g 
Condition*, » '« imposed ‘of equal m em b er­ 
ship from

Railroads. 
In 
case of a deadlock, an appeal to the 
Board of Transportation, whose deci­ 
sion is final, and, upon this Board, L a ­ 
b or has no representation. 
Then they 
proceed to tie the hands of Lab or b y 
the most vicious anti-strike provision 
ever formulated b y any country, i f two 
men agree to leave the service at the 
same time, they a re guilty of conspiracy, 
and sub ject tu a fine, or imprisonment, or 
b oth 
If I, as their ExeciAive Officer, 
» niisel with them, I am also guilty. 
an« i sub ject to a tine, or imprisonment, 
or b oth. There is not a single country 
under the sun where su*h laws hove 
b een enacted tha t they have succeeded 
in preventing strikes or preserving in­ 
dustrial peace. 
The Cleveland < hamb er of Commerce 
Committee strongly 
commended 
Ihi- 
provision of the Cummins b ill. 
If it is 
true, as they state, “ The primal dt* 
pemlenco of the pub lic rest* upon the 
eont inuedoperation of the Railroads, ’’ 
then it i* also * rue that the Railroad* 
of the country should b e owned and op 
eratcd in the int« *re*t* of all the people 
instead of b eing owned and exploited 
in the in -te re *c of a little handful of 
hanker** and capitalists hwaied in one 
short b lock of Wall Street. 
The C ha m ­ 
b er Committee, with a few minor modi 
fieations, 
states, 
“ The Cummins 
b ill 
offers the b asis from which 
may 
b e 
framed a highly commendab le code of 
Railroad legislation.” 
My own opinion 
« d tin* Cummins b ill is apiiv expressed 
b y Senator Ashurst <1 Arizona in the 
following language. “ The Cummins b ill 
is the most atrocious piece of Railway 


from thi'ii until now, he would have to 
keep on counting for SO year* ve» t to 
eoriM*.

It reminds me

‘ The deceased was a ven* 
had citizen in some respects, and a d

*ight worse in other*,’ 
There i* not a 
* ingle redeeming feature in tin* Cum 
min* b ill. 
Now the so-called Plumb Plan: 
The so-called Plumb Plan receive« ! i's 
name from Wall Street,— we had not 
named it. -so we retained the name b e- 
a u*e 
we did not. want t<> lose the free 
advertising, very valuab le advertising, 
which their name b rought us. 
It is 
no one m a n ’s plan. 
It is n ot'the work 
ot one man or an y group of men. 
It 
does not b elong to any one man or class 
of men. 
It i* the workers' plan, 
it is 
the outgrowth of the times; and, when 
vou think of it. forget it is called tin* 
Plumb Plan. 
Think of it as your plan, 
and, if you want to go a little further, 
(and I have no desire « to seem sacrile­ 
gious.) call it G od ’s plan, b ecause we 
really think it is that. 
The, right of 
those who toil, to live, to enjoy, and to 
have a share in what each of them 
helps to create. 
Do not lose sight of 
■this one b asic principle, “ It is solely 
the human element, t ha t is responsib le 
for production.” 
It is a plan for the 
pub lic ownership and democracy in. the 
control of the Railroads. 
It proposes 
to i*sue Government b onds with which 
to pay for the legitim ate private in te r­ 
e s t s in the 
Railroad 
industry. 
The 
Chamb er Committee s*ays this is revolu­ 
tionary. 
Your 
C om m ittee 
disposes 
of 
the 
Plumb Plan in short order, after a short 
analysis of one paragraph, in the fol 
lowing language: 
“ This, in 
a general 
way, summarizes the outstanding f e a ­ 
tures of 
the 
so-called 
Plum b 
Plan, 
which 
is, withlout question, the most 
radical and the most revolutionary leg­ 
islative proposal which has over b een 
seriously propounded to the people 
ot 
the United S tates, or presented to it* 
Congress b y a responsib le group of 
peo­ 
ple. 
I t js entirely sub versive 
of the 
\e r v principle 
an d 
■traditions 
upon 
which onr institution s are b ased, and 


which have alw eys b een the inspiration 
and source of our industrial success.” 
Your Com m ittee is convinced there is 
neither .pub lic demand for, nor pub lic 
sym pathy w ith, such a proposal as the 
Plum b Plan, wrhich is nothing more nor 
less than Govern me n't ownership of the 
railroads, more or less disguised uuder 
a veneer calculated to conceal its un a t­ 
tractive reality. 
Jt is advocated from 
only two sources. 
First, b y those vague 
theorists who dream alw ays of a U to­ 
pia state, and secondly, b y the Assoc 
ciations or Unions, known as the Rail­ 
road 
Brotherhoods. 
Y our Com m ittee 
does not, at any time, b elieve tha t the 
people of the U nited States will at any 
time know ingly Vote to confiscate the 
property created b y the investm ent of 
private fun ds and the application (of 
personal effort. 
The principle of the 
Plumb P lan carried to its logical con 
elusion contem plates the confiscation or 
a cquisition b y purchase of all property 
in the U nited States invested w ith a 
pub lic interest. 
The Com m ittee tha t wrote t ha t last 
sentence knew, if they knew anything 
ab out the sub ject a t all, tha t such a 
thing could not happen, and, furthe r­ 
more, tha t we had never proposed or 
advocated any thing 
of the kind, 
b e 
cause we know, even if they do 
not, 
tha t the railroads are the only thing 
the Government can take over and own. 
Before the Government can ta k e over, 
own or control anything else, even 
our 
natural 
resources, 
tthe 
Constitution 
would have to b e changed. 
Next, let us take up this confiscation 
of property they speak 
of, 
and 
see 
wherein railroad property differs from 
private property. 
Fortunately, the *Su 
preme Court has given us a few clear 
eut decisions. 
“ The word ‘ P r ope r ty ’ 
implies the exclusive right of posses­ 
sion, enjoyment and disposition over a 
tiling, and, when used ob jectively, it 
means tha t with respect to which the 
rigli: exists- '' 
(Vann vs. Edwards, 473 
Eastern Rep. 7M at 787.) 
Again,— “ Property in 
land 
is 
the 
right of user, disposition and domina 
tiou over it to the exclusion of others. ” 
Railroads have b ut a limited owner 
ship in, and power of disposition over 
the things which constitute their prop 
erty. Railroad property is property in 
which the Government or the pub lic has 
an interest. 
It is acquired only for the 
pub lic service, and not for private use. 
It i* dedicated to the pub lic service b y 
thi* fact of its acquisition, and is held 
b y corporations whose charters express 
lv limit the holding or acquisition, use 
and ownership, of the property aequir 
ed, to a holding, acquisition, use and 
ownership for pub lic service. 
All railroad charters permit the a c ­ 
quisition of land only for R ailroad pur­ 
pose, regardless of whether it may b e 
acquired b y purchase, gift, 
gra n t 
or 
condemnation. 
All railroads are pub lic 
highways. 
A railroad cog*» ration is an 
agent of the state for the operation of 
a pub lic highway. 
When it accepts 
a 
charter authorizing it to perform this 
function, and acquires property under 
such a charter, it 
thereb y 
dedicates 
tha t property as a pub lic highway for 
pub lic service 
It retains, in that prop­ 
erty, a priva te interest granted to it b y 
its charter. 
T ha t private interest is 
merely the right to hold title to the 
property, sub ject to the pub lic right of 
user, to operate iti the interest of the 
pub lic. 
It has no right to sell the prop­ 
erty which it holds except sub ject to 
the pub lic right of user. 
Pt may not 
sell the property until its usefulness is 
extinguished. 
It may not give it away; 
it can not merchandise its lands, its 
b uilding* or its equipment. 
Property 
held b y such a title 
differ# 
entirely 
from private property, and has an on 
tirely different value, 
so 
when 
the 
Chamb er talks of the confiscation of 
railroad property, they would have you 
b elieve it stands the same as private 
property. 
Nothing is further from ¡the 
true fact*. 
The pub lic already has an 
inherent right in the railroad property 
■that cannot b e taken away from them. 
It is a fact well known to all t ha t a t 
the b eginning of the war, our railroads 
under private control 
ami 
ownership 
were praetieally disab led, so 
far 
as 
functioning was concerned, and then to 
b ring them under a centralized control 
at a rime when they were hampered 
with a volume of b usiness growing out 
of the w'ar, (conditions that would have 
taxed their « -opacity at their b est,) it 
is no w'onder they Tailed in many direc­ 
tions. 
Had it not b een for the loyalty 
of ''h« j railroad rnen of this country, 
who endured untold 
hardship 
« luring 
that severe winter, arid did everything 
humanly po-*ib le to keep 
the 
trains 
moving and the lines of supply open, 
« there would prob ab ly be* 
a 
different 
story to tell regarding the war- 
They 
deserve no special credit for this,— they 
simply did what every true American 
shoujd have done. 
It might interest you to kn« *w some­ 
thing of what these railroad organiza­ 
tions did as their share in winning the 
•war. These railroad Brotherhoods had 
65,(K)0 men in the service. 
Two weeks 
b efore the 
armistice was 
signed, we 
were called to Washington and notified 
b y 
the 
W ar Department 
tha t 
they 
would need 60,000 men more for service 
in France on Ja n ua ry 1, 1919, and 60,- 
000 more men for France for April 1, 
1919, so you can understand tha t they 
were looking for at least another y e a r ’s 
war b efore peace was declared. 
Onlv 
in the machine gun squad, commonly 
known as the “ suicide club ,” was the 
mortality rates higher than in the r a il­ 
road service in France, b ecause if then* 
was any on« * thing the German b omb ing 
plane tried to get, it was an amtmnii 
tion train. They not only prevented the 
front line from receiving supplies, an« l 
prevented the b attei v from getting a m ­ 
munition, b ut b roke the line « of com 
munication for two or three hours un ­ 
til it could b<* reb uilt under heavy a r ­ 
tillery fire, so hundreds of our men 
sloop in Flanders Fields 
today, 
and 
« these organizations kept their memb er­ 
ship in good standing, and paid their 
insurance to their b eneficiaries. 
Those 
who returned home crippled, and di*- 
ab led from again taking up their cho­ 
sen vocation, have b een paid their in­ 
surance. This ran into millions of dol­ 
lars. 
In addition to that, the railroad 
more at home lvouglit « » ver six hundred 
million dollars worth of Lib erty Bonds. 
They w e n t without increases in pay 
that men in other classes of service re ­ 
ceived, and k e pt your lines of supplies 
open in France, a n d your lines of tra n s­ 
portation open in this country.
